Railroad Retirement 


Act Unconstitutional 


Washington, May 6 
(fi>).—The 


entire railroad retirement act af- 
fecting more than a million em- 
ployes today was held unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court. 


The decision was read by Justice 


Roberts. It upheld a lower court 
ruling which declared the act In- 
valid. 


The court's ruling was directed 


.especially at that section of the act 
which made It apply to all employes 
of interstate carriers Including em- 
ployes not directly engaged in In- 
terstate commerce. 


Justice Roberts. In delivering the 


opinion, stated the Invalid features 
of the act could not be separated 
and that It was necessary to de- 
clare the whole act invalid. 


He said the.law, In addition, was 


not a regulation of Interstate com- 
merce, and was Invalid also for 
that reason.

Writing in the May Issue of 
American Forests," the association's 


official 
magatine. 
Profeesor 
Hill 


states that contrary to federal belief 
the weapon of this three-fingered vil- 
lain 1* not Ita lap but a "poison prev- 
ent In the realn canals of the plant." 
These canals may be found In the 
roots, the bark, the leaves, and In 
certain parts of the flower. The wood 
Itself la not poisonous. 


Nor can a person be poisoned by 


merely going near the plant, as Is 
popularly believed. 
"Contact with 


the poison Is essential to Initiate a 
case of Iry poisoning," Professor Hill 
found. But beware, old Rhus is not 
so easily avoided. 
"It is entirely 


possible to contact the poison al- 
though a person does not touch any 
part of the plant. Droplets of the 
polsono.ua oil are left on the coats of 
dogs, cattle and other animals, and 
if these droplets are subsequently 
brought In contact with the skin of a 
person, severe poisoning may result." 
But worse still, Professor Hill says, a 
person-may be poisoned by smoke, 
providing that In tbe clearing out and 
burning of underbrush, poison Ivy 
supplies the fuel for the fire. He ex- 
plains this by saying that tiny drop- 
lets of the poisonous oil are carried 
into the air on the small particles ol 
solid matter which make up the 
smoke. When the smoke comes in 
contact, with the skin, the droplets 
cause a perfect case of Rhus dermati- 
tis, 
v . 


The «reat way to beat this villain 


of nature, eajv Protestor Hill, is to 
knoir It .when you see It—and then 
avoid It. It Is eaelly Identified. In 
the early spring Its characterise 
leaves, with three leaflets, appear 
first aa shiny red object* which soon 
become a lustroua green as the grow- 
ing season advances. In the fall 
these leaves furn a vivid red. It 1« 
ueually found as a running vine at 
the edge of patches or underbrush, 
or along, fences, or climbing the 
trunk* of trees. 


If there Is any question as to 


whether or not you have .been vic- 
timized ,by the poisonous oil, then 
stop its action on the akin. Pro- 
fe«or Hill tell* you how. "Since the 
oil is non-volatile and not soluble In 
water," he explains, "It will remain 
where it has touched the skin unless 
it to absorbed or removed. The re- 
moval may be accomplished by an 
alcohol-rinse, .-but • better «tlll -by 
washing, the parts of the body which 
may Have -been exposed .to contact 
with the oil -with a rich lather of 
soap euds—an 
ordinary laundry 
soap is -best. The oil to then emul- 
sified and it can do no harm.

Make-Up An Art 


Expertlng In engineering and on 


British armies supplied his Intro- 
duction to the moTle*. Because paint- 
Ing had been bl* arocatlon, he soon 
went Into make-up. Erery food 
make-up man. he believes. Is an art- 


ist, rersed In perspective, lines 
lighting e'ttects. He consider* about 
20 ot Hollywood's fifty-odd make-up 
eiperts "artists."

Is romance ot a tort the made-op 
actors do not purvey. This Is as V*rn 
Murdoch tell* of It: the multitude 
of brushes, varying from ordinary 
camel's hair to pig bristle*; from 
wisps of sable fur to finer wisp* 
made from five or six hairs from th* 
ear* of oxen; coarse brush** mad* 
of matched badger brl*tle*. and Chi- 
nese pencils ot split bamboo.

a wig costing JI25. But tbe most 
costly movia wig—In Vern Mur- 
doch's 14-year experience—was that 
worn by Brandon Hurst in "Annie 
Laurie." It cost 11.000.

N. Y. C. Report* Gain 


The New York Central Railroad 


reported a 35.6 per cent Increase in 
carloadlogs 
of 
building materials 


handled by the road, excluding the 
Boston & Albany, during March 
1935. There were 7.710 carloads of 
building materials handled during 
the month. 


Carloads delivered to consignees 


totaled 4,464'. an increase of 50.: 
per cent over March, 1934. according 
o railroad officials. 
This increase 


they aald, is all the more significant 
n view of the fact that total load- 
ngs and receipts during March de- 
creased 7.5 per cent and total deliv- 
eries decreased 5.1 per cent. 


Lumber orders during the first 14 


weeks of 1935 were 18 per cent above 
orders of the same period In 1934, 
according to a report from the Na- 
ional Lumber Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation.
